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Descriptive  List  of 
Our  Peonies 

The  great  development  in  Peonies  the  last  few 
years  has  created  an  increased  demand  for  both 
roots  and  cut  flowers.  To  meet  this  ever  increasing 
demand  we  increased  our  plantings  to  nine  acres  last 
j^ear  and  are  adding  to  it  again  this  year.  Our  flelds 
contain  all  the  older  standard  cut  flowers,  sorts  to 
which  we  have  added  from  time  to  time  all  the  worth 
while  new^  sorts  as  they  prove  to  be  of  real  merit. 

Read  This  Before  Ordering 

As  we  dig  and  plant  only  in  the  fall,  we  cannot  ac- 
cept orders  after  October  1st.  We  usually  begin  dig- 
ging the  last  of  August.  While  Peonies  can  be 
planted  in  the  spring  they  do  not  do  as  w^ell  as  fall 
planting,  and  it  takes  Peonies  planted  in  the  spring  a 
long  time  to  get  over  the  shock  of  moving  w^hile  those 
])lanted  during  September  will  usually  produce  some 
blooms  the  following  season.  Peonies  rest  during  Au- 
gust, hence  those  lifted  and  replanted  in  September 
do  not  get  the  same  shock  as  those  lifted  after  ro©t 
growth  starts  about  the  first  of  October. 

Guarantee  Two  for  One 

Our  Peonies  are  all  true  to  name  and  should  any 
Peony  we  send  out  prove  otherwise  we  will  replace 
it  two  for  one. 

We  do  not  send  out  any  clubby  roots,  and  every 
one  of  our  Peonies  must  be  sound  and  healthy  in 
every  way. 


Size  of  Roots 

We  send  out  the  same  size  roots  we  plant  ourselves, 
a well  balanced  root  system  bearing  two  to  five  good, 
strong  eyes,  depending  on  the  growth  of  the  variety. 
Pnless  instructed  otherwise,  we  trim  all  roots,  mak- 
ing a shapely  i>lant  and  saving  on  the  transportation 
charges. 

Packing 

We  pack  all  roots  in  Spagnum  Moss,  thus  prevent- 
ing them  from  drying  out  and  reducing  the  weight. 
It  costs  us  more,  but  it  is  worth  the  difference  in  cost 
in  the  saving  on  transportation  charges.

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Our  Trial  Block 


We  have  planted  out  a trial  or  test  block  where  we 
have  some  of  e^  ery  variety  we  grow,  and  to  which  we 
keep  adding  every  year  as  we  find  desirable  varieties. 
This  block  is  open  to  all  visitors  to  study  the  va- 
rieties, as  we  do  not  allow  any  blooms  cut  from  any 
of  the  plants  in  this  block,  but  they  are  left  on  the 
plants  for  study  and  comparison  and  to  check  the 
purity  of  our  stock.
